The 
ilrumental  number  sold  over  a million  copies  and 
fiblished  the  combo  nationally.  The  same  song 
Recorded  in  1964  sold  another  million  copies. 


That  was  eight  years  ago,  before  the  Jefferson 
Airplane,  the  Beatles  or  even  the  Beachboys.  Since 
then,  The  Ventures  have  made  36  albums.  Every 
one  of  the  albums,  even  the  instructional  ones,  have 
mady  the  national  charts.

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Nixon's  PO  Knocked; 
GOP  Cries  Foul  Ploy 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-President  Nixon’s  postal  corporation  plan  was 
voted  down  by  a House  committee  Tuesday  amid  a parliamentary  snarl 
that  brought  cries  of  foul  from  Republicans  and  left  the  corporation’s 
future  in  doubt. 

Corporation  supporters  on  the  House  Post  Office  Committee  joined 
in  unanimously  supporting  an  alternate  postal  reform  plan  by  Chairman 
Thaddeus  J.  Dulski,  D-N.Y.,  as  the  bill  to  work  on. 

But  under  a two-vote  procedure  decided  on  last  week,  corporation 
supporters  thought  the  first  vote  was  a respectful  gesture  to  the 
chairman  and  there  would  be  a second  vote  on  whether  to  rewrite 
Dulski’s  version  as  a postal  corporation  bill. 

But  parliamentary  objections  were  raised  at  the  last  minute  and  the 
second  vote  never  came. 

“We  were  led  down  the  primrose  path,”  said  a corporation  supporter 
who  refused  to  be  quoted  by  name. 

Rep.  Edward  J.  Derwinski,  R-Ill.,  called  the  move  a “deliberate  effort 
by  the  committee’s  Democratic  majority  to  slowdown  action  on  postal 
reform.”  He  claimed  Dulski’s  plan  is  not  reform. 

“This  was  a serious  breach  of  ethics,”  said  Derwinski.  “We  had  a 
gentlemen’s  agreement  and  it  blew  up.” 

Dulski  said  he  will  seek  advice  on  the  parliamentary  questions  raised.

Library  fines  return  to  BYU  this 
year  after  almost  a year’s  absence, 
and  no  ones  to  blame  but  the 
students. 

Last  year  library  fines  were 
disconinued  on  a trial  basis.  With 
fines,  only  three  per  cent  of  books 
taken  out  were  over-due.  Without 
fines,  that  figure  has  risen  to  1 5 to 
20  per  cent. 

The  result  has  been  a return  to 
and  even  stiffening  of  the 
over-due  book  policy.  From  now

on,  there  will  be  a one  dollar  fine 
for  the  first  week,  two  dollars  for 
the  second  week  and  three  dollars 
for  the  third  week  on  each 
overdue  book. 

If  the  student  pays  the  fine 
when  he  returns  the  book, 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  book 
will  be  deducted  from  the  fine. 

Should  one  need  to  use  the 
books  longer  than  one  loan 
period,  the  books  may  be  renewed 
by  bringing  them  to  the 
circulation  desk. 

Grace  Allphin,  circulation 
librarian,  explained  the  return  to 
the  fine  system.  She  termed  last 
year’s  system  a failure  because  of 
a failure  to  communicate  with  the 
students. 

“The  students  waited  to  receive 
courtesy  notices  before  turning  in 
the  books,”  she  stated.  “Even 
then  students  would  forget  and 
still  not  turn  in  the  books.  Now 
we  will  give  the  students  a one 
week  grace  period  and  then  begin 
to  give  the  fines.” 

In  another  change,  the  library 
announced  that  by  Oct.  6,  each 
student  must  have  a color  photo 
with  his  activity  card  to  check  out 
any  library  material  or  use  any  of 
the  library  services. 

As  usual,  students  are  expected 
to  observe  dress  standards  in  the 
library  and  Cooperate  in  checkout 
procedures. 

When  leaving  the  library, 
students  must  open  all  briefcases, 
zippered  notebooks,  plastic  sacks, 
typewriter  cases  and  other  items 
which  might  conceal  books. 

Uncovered  books  should  be 
placed  with  spines  up,  and

MANILA  (AP)  - The  Philipine  Immigration  Bureau  has  announced 
an  open  door  policy”  for  tourists.  Authorities  said  pictures  and 
fingerprints  would  no  longer  be  required  except  from  visitors  about 
whom  they  have  derogatory  information. 

TUNIS  (AP)  — The  Libyan  Press  Agency  announced  today  that 
Libya’s  new  revolutionary  government  has  frozen  all  bank  accounts  and 
forbidden  the  opening  of  new  accounts. 

Premier-Finance  Minister  Mahmoud  el  Moughrebi  also  ordered  the 
banks  to  submit  records  of  recent  withdrawals  and  the  reasons  for  the 
withdrawals. 

LONG  BINH,  Vietnam  (AP)  — Famed  Boston  criminal  lawyer  F.  Lee 
Bailey  is  going  to  defend  one  of  the  six  Green  Beret  officers  charged 
with  murdering  a Vietnamese  double  agent,  the  military  attorney  for 
the  officer  announced  today. 

Bailey  will  take  charge  of  the  defense  of  Capt.  Robert  F.  Marasco  of 
Bloomfield,  N.J.,  who  is  scheduled  to  go  on  trial  before  a general 
court-martial  on  Oct.  20  along  with  Capt.  Leland  J.  Brumley  of 
Duncan,  Okla.,  and  Capt.  Budge  E.  Williams  of  Athens,  Ga.  However, 
the  defense  is  expected  to  seek  a postponement  of. the  trial. 

SAIGON  (AP)  - A company  of  130  South  Vietnamese  civilian 
irregulars  led  by  American  Green  Berets  suffered  more  than  50  per  cent 
casualties  in  heavy  fighting  six  miles  south  of  the  Cambodian  border, 
military  spokesmen  reported  today. 

Within  hours  after  the  fighting  ended,  five  waves  of  U.S.  B52 
bombers  pounded  North  Vietnamese  bases  and  staging  areas  along  the 
border  north  of  Saigon  with  some  750  tons  of  explosives.

CARSON  CITY,  Nev.  (AP)  — The  oxen-driven  covered  wagon  that 
adorned  the  Nevada  Highway  Departments  official  seal  for  39  years  has 
disappeared  over  the  distant  mountain  range  for  which  it  was  heading. 

The  department  adopted  Monday  a new  seal  which  it  said  was  more 
in  keeping  with  the  times. 

The  new  emblem  presents  a modern  freeway  that  winds  between 
mountain  ranges  to  connect  scattered  communities.  A jet  aircraft’s  just 
above  the  horizon.

A bankruptcy  referee  postponed  Monday  an  earlier  order  to  evict 
Steen  while  federal  court  considers  a Steen  appeal  on  a plan  to  pay  his 
debts. 

Steen  claimed  a man’s  home  “should  be  the  last  property  that  is  sold 
under  any  bankruptcy.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - President  Nixon  said  today  he  will  ask  for 
$662  million  in  the  next  five  years  to  develop  a supersonic  transport 
aircraft. 

The  United  States  must  go  ahead  with  the  plane-called  the  SST-“to 
maintain  its  leadership”  in  the  world  aircraft  industry,  Nixon  said. 

‘I  want  the  United  States  to  continue  to  lead  the  world  in  air 
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transport,”  he  declared  at  a White  House  brief.  “The  SST  is  going  to  be 
built.” 


ANN  ARBOR,  Mich.  (AP)  — More  than  50  opponents  of  military 
courses  staged  a 3 ‘/4-hour  occupation  of  the  University  of  Michigan’s 
Reserve  officers  Training  Corps  building. 

A number  of  windows  were  broken  and  desks  and  tables  were 
reportedly  damaged.  The  demonstrators  evicted  several  persons  from 
the  building  and  chained  the  doors  shut.  Finally  they  walked  out  early 
today  and  joined  a crowd  of  about  300  in  a rally  on  a campus  square. 

- Three  dozen  police  cordoned  the  building  but  did  not  attempt  to 
enter  it  and  made.  no.  arrests.

This  assessment  of  today’s 
college  graduate  comes  from 
prospective  employers,  who 
describe  the  1969  crop  of 
jobseekers  as  “the  toughest  bunch 
of  professionals”  ever  to  head  for 
the  top. 

And  it’s  not  going  to  take  them 
long  to  get  there,  may  employers 
agree,  because  today’s  educated 
young  man-or  woman-knows 
what  he  wants  and  knows  what  he 
has  to  do  to  get  it. 

“Kids  today  want  to  be 
challenged,”  said  Wiley  Bragg  of 
Humble  Oil  Co.  “It’s  a calculated 
impatience  that  has  them 
examining  all  opportunities  and 
striving  for  their  goal. 

KEEP  UP 

“Sometimes  I wonder  if  we  can 
keep  up  with  these  kids  and 
satisfy  them.  It’s  a challenge  for 
every  big  company  to  give  the 
young  what  they  want.” 

Several  prospective  employers 
expressed  similar  sentiment. 

“They  want  everything  NOW,” 
said  Norman  Locke  of  New 
York’s  Kent  Employment 
Agency.  “They  want  to  start 
working  at  a higher  rate  and  move 
at  a faster  speed.” 

Inf  a tight  labor  market,  where 
there  are  more  job  opportunities 
than  qualified  applicants,  the 
young  apparently  feel  no 
compulsion  to  compromise  their 


A recent  study  by  International 
Business  Machine  Corp.  reported 
new  college  graduates  don’t 
always  accept  the  job  offering  the 
highest  salary. 

JOB  CONTENT 

Job  content,  advancement 
possibilities  and  personal 
satisfaction  are  important  in  their 
decision,  the  study  indicated. 

But  few  people  of  this  young, 
aggressive  generation  are  likely  to 
be  standing  in  line  for  a gold 
watch  to  celebrate  20  or  more 
loyal  years  to  one  company, 
Locke  said. 

“We  have  to  face  the  fact  that  a 
really  bright  guy  might  be  moving 
on  when  something  more 
tempting  is  on  the  scene,”  said  the 
personnel  director  of  one 
advertising  agency.  “But  that’s  the 
kind  of  initiative  and  drive  we’re 
looking  for.” 

Another  personnel  specialist 
reported  that  glamour  jobs  with 
fancy  titles  still  lure  the 
undecided  graduate  with  no 
special  skill. 

“Girls,  for  example,  will  refuse 
a secretarial  job-but  will  gladly 
accept  the  same  position  with  the 
title  of  “administrative 
assistant- with  steno,”  said  Adele 
Lewis  of  Career  Blazers. 

MOTIVATION 

In  assessing  the  young 
jobseekers,  several  employers  said 
they  generally  look  for 
motivation,  intelligence  and-in 
those  places  where  it 
helps  — personality  as  factors  in 
hiring. 

And  what  about  the  educated 
young  man  who  shows  up  for  his 
job  interview  with  flowing  tresses? 

Long  hair  might  drive  his 
parents  wild,  but  his  prospective 
boss  appears  to  be  less  frantic 
about  it.

Jordan  Advocates 
Changes  In  Draft 

WASHTINGTON  (AP)-Sen. 
Len  B.  Jordan,  R-Idaho,  expressed 
hope  Tuesday  that  Congress  will 
approve  promptly  changes  in  the 
Selective  Service  law  proposed  by 
President  Nixon. 

Jordan  is  co-sponsor  of  a bill 
which  would  provide  for  random 
selection  of  draftees,  uniform 
national  standards  and  a one-year 
limit  of  draft  eligibility,  except  in 
cases  of  emergency. 

“Draft  reform  is  desperately 
needed  and  should  not  be  put  off 
any  longer,”  Jordan  said.

Ohio  State  still  rates  No.  1 in 
college  football,  although  the 
Buckeyes  have  yet  to  play  a game. 
Houston  has  played  one  game, 
and,  because  of  it,  they  already 
are  gone  from  the  Top  20. 

The  Cougars  were  upset  59-34 
by  Florida  last  Saturday  and 
dropped  from  their  No.  7 
preseason  ranking  all  the  way  out 
of  the  Top  20  in  the  Associated 
Press  major  college  poll  released 
Monday.  Florida,  not  listed  in  the 
pre-season  Top  20,  received  two 
first-place  votes  and  was  listed 
12th. 

Ohio  State,  the  defending 
national  champion  which  opens 
its  season  at  home  against  Texas 
Christian  next  Saturday,  received 
25  of  36  first-place  votes,  and  632 
points,  in  the  balloting  by  sports 
writers  and  sportscasters. 

One  other  team  dropped  from 
the  Top  Ten  Missouri,  which  just 
edged  the  Air  Force,  dropped 
from  10th  to  1 1th. 

T wo  new-comers  to  the  Top 
Ten  are  Notre  Dame,  which  beat 
Northwestern  35-10  and  advanced 
from  11th  to  ninth,  and  Indiana, 
which  outlasted  Kentucky  58-30 
and  moved  from  14th  to  10th. 
Indiana  just  got  in  ahead  of 
Missouri,  167  points  to  166. 

Penn  State,  45-22  winner  over 
Navy,  got  five  first-place  votes  and 
548  points  and  moved  from 


second  to  third,  while  Arkansas 
dropped  to  third  despite 
trouncing  Oklahoma  State  39-0. 
The  Razorbacks  got  one 
first-place  ballot  and  513  points. 

Texas,  two  firsts  and  440 
points;  Southern  California,  one 
first  and  409;  and  Oklahoma,  352, 
remain  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth 
respectively. 

Georgia  moved  up  from  eighth 
to  seventh.  Mississippi  jumped 
from  10th  to  ninth. 

Two  new  teams  in  the  second 
10  are  Arizona  State,  18th,  and 
Michigan,  20th.  Arizona  State 
whipped  Minnesota,  which  had 
been  No.  19,  48-26,  and  Michigan 
drubbed  Vanderbilt  42-14.

His  crew  excavated  a 35 
foot  in  diameter  pit  house  which 
was  dated  750  A.D.  He  was  able 
to  recover  considerable  amounts 
of  pottery  and  artifacts.  Also 
uncovered  were  77  post  holes 
which  gave  inportant  information 
concerning  the  structure  of  the 
floor  and  the  walls. 

Judith  Conners  crew  excavated 
a large  Pueblo-II-III  multistory 
house  where  they  were  able  to 
uncover  17  rooms  of  the  house. 
Excavation  was  in  the  interior  of 
the  upper  rooms  19  feet  down 
through  successive  layers  of 
occupation.  She  found  two 
well-preserved  kibas 
(semi-subterrain  rooms).
